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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

a. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Burlison et al. (U.S. Patent 5,694,063) in view of Schinabeck et al. (U.S. Patent 
4,635,259). 



Burlison discloses a semiconductor testing methods, apparatus, specifying faulty 
part in semiconductor products (col. 1, lines 8-15), measurement of current value 
change rate (col. 4, lines 1-4 col. 5, lines 4-15), determining pass fail condition 
based on measurement value, comparing it (col.6, lines 32-64), a program for 
the test (fig. 7), use of test vectors (col. 6, lines 32-64), performing emission 
circuit analysis (fig. 1-12), range of pass fail condition for parts and sample (col.6, 
lines 32-64), inputting plurality of test vectors (col. 6, lines 32-64). 



Burlison does not disclose the use of a computer, Schinabeck disclose such 
usage (col. 12, lines 1-7), for repeatedly monitoring of the signals (col. 4, lines 4- 
39). 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Burlison to have the use of a computer taught by 
Schinabeck in order to repeatedly monitoring of the signals.
